REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Grimsby  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1947. 

The  birth  rate  was  23.6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and 
shows  an  increase  of  2 . 6 on  the  rate  for  1946.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  20.5. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  12. 1 
which  is  a decrease  of  0.7  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.0. 
Heart  disease  was  again  the  principal  cause  of  death  in  the  Rural 
District  but  deaths  from  Cancer  showed  a decrease  during  the 
year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  50.0  per  thousand  live  births, 
being  25.7  higher  than  in  1946.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  showed  a slight  increase 
generally. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Small  Pox,  though  this  disease 
occuired  outside  the  area. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Clerk  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  my  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  their  assistance  in  compiling  this  Report.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Immunisation  of  the  child  population  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  Prophylactic  used  was  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  with  4 weeks 
interval  between  doses. 

The  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers  and  general  medical  practitioners 
was  sought  and  special  immunisation  sessions  were  held  at  schools  and  welfare 
centres. 

During  the  year  a total  of  231  children  completed  a primary  course  of 
injections.  In  age  groups  the  numbers  are  as  follows  : —
